4.4 ELIGIBILITY AND QUALIFICATIONS TO APPEAR IN THE 
EXAMINATION 


(i) He/She has completed the age of 17 years at the 
time of admission or will compiete the age on or 
before 31st December of the year of his admission to 
the 1st M.B.B.S./DENTAL Course and is an Indian 
National. 


(ii) Candidates belonging to Andhra Pradesh and J&K 
are not eligible If they claim eligibility they must give 
an affidavit to the effect that: 

(a) They are not eligible to seek admission in 
medical colleges of Andhra Pradesh/J&K; or 


(b) they are not domiciled in Andhra Pradesh/J&K. 
(iii) Qualifications: 
CODE: 01: 


The Higher/Senior Secondary Examination or the 
Indian School Certificate Examination which is equi- 
valent to 10 + 2 Higher/Senior Secondary Examina- 
tion after a period of 12 years study, the last two 
years of such study comprising Physics, Chemistry, 
Biology (which shall include practical tests in these 


subjects) with English at a level not less than the 
core course for English as prescribed by the National 
Council for Educational Research and Training after 
the introduction of the 10 + 2 + 3 educational struc- 
ture as recommended by the National Committee on 
Education. 


NOTE: Where the course content is not as 
prescribed for 10 + 2 educational. structure of the 
National Committee, the candidates will have to 
undergo a period of one year pre-professional 
training before admission to the medical colleges. 


CODE: 02: 


The Intermediate/Pre-degree examination in Science 
of an Indian University/Board or other recognised 
examining body with Physics, Chemistry, Biology 
(which shall include practical test in these subjects) 
and English. 


CODE: 03: 


The Pre-professional/Pre-medical ‘examination with 
Physics, Chemistry, Biology & English after passing 
either the Higher Secondary Examination or the Pre- 
University or an equivalent examination: The Pre- 
professional/Pre-medical examination shall include 
practical test in these subjects. 


CODE: 04: 


The first year of the three years’ degree course of-a 


recognised University with Physics, Chemistry and 
Biology including practical tests in these subjects 
provided the examination is a University Examination 
and. further that he/she has passed the earlier 
qualifying examination with Physics, Chemistry, 
Biology and English. : 


CODE: 05: 


B.Sc.examination of-an Indian University provided 
that he/she has passed the B.Sc. examination with 
not less than two of the subjects Physics, Chemistry, 
Biology (Botany, Zoology) and further that he/she 
has passed the earlier qualifying examination with 
Physics, Chemistry, Biology and English. 


CODE: 06: 


Any other examination which in scope and standard 
is found to be equivalent to the Intermediate Science 
Examination of an Indian University/Board, taking 
‘Physics, Chemistry and Biology including practical 
tests in each of these subjects and English. 


To be eligible for competitive entrance examination, 
candidate must have passed any of the qualifying 
examinations as enumerated above. Provided also 
that a candidate for admission to the Medical Course 
must have obtained not less than 50% of the total 
marks in English, Physics, Chemistry & Biology taken 
together at the qualifying examination (or at the 
higher examination). Provided further that in respect 
of candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes/ 
Scheduled Tribes, the minimum marks required for 


qualifying examination shall be 40% in lieu of 50% for 
general candidates. 


Provided further that the students of Indian nation- 
ality educated abroad seeking admission into 
medical colleges in India must have passed in the 
subjects of Physics, Chemistry, Biology and English 
upto the 12th standard level with 50% marks and 


‘their equivalency determined as per regulations of 


the Medical Council of India and the concerned 
University. If a candidate does not fall within the

4.10 DECLARATION OF RESULT 


The Central Board of Secondary Education wil! conduct 
the examination, evaluate the answer-scripts, prepare the 
merit list/waiting list, as per the directions of the Supreme 
Court and also declare the result. After declaration of the 
result, the Central Board of Secondary Education will 
forward the merit/waiting list to the Directorate General of 
Health Services who will, in turn, allocate the Candidates 
to the respective Medical Colleges, Institutions on the 
basis of merit-cum-preference. Directorate General of 
Health Services would also communicate with the candi- 
dates on all matters pertaining to allocation of Candidates 
to respective Medical/Dental Colleges either themselves 
or through certain other agency to be identified for this 
purpose.
